The Russo-Rumanian defense of 


the Sereth line in Northern Rumania 
has turned to the form

Berlin today announces 
two such attacks, each delivered in 
strong force and each without per- 
manent advantage. 


It is admitted that in assaults be- 


tween the Kasino and Suchitza val 
leys in the Moldavian mountains, the 
Rumanians penetrated the

tarily. 


Before Lawson had been on the 


stand an hour today the scope of 
the investigation broadened to take 
n some nationally known names not 
hitherto mentioned. 


On motion of Representative Har- 


rison, Democrat, the committee sub- 
poenaed J. P. Morgan. J. S. Bache, 
ienry P Davidson, Frank A. Van- 
derlip, Arthur Lipper 
and 
Sol C. 


Wexler, all prominent bankers. Mr. 
Garrison did not disclose his reason 
for asking for the appearance of the | 
witnesses. 


At the outset of today's hearing 


L^awson went over his recital of how. 


said Chairman Henry himself told 


him a cabinet member, a senator, 
and a banker were in a stock gam- 
bling pool. Referring to Henry's de- 
nial that he ever told Lawson any 
such thing, Lawson dramatically de,- 
clared: 


'Unless your chairman said what 1 


said he did, I am guilty of foul per- 
jury and unfit to be anywhere out- 
side the bars of a prison " 


The sergeant at arms of the house 


reported to Chairman Henry today 


he had been unable to locate

stanfation either of Lawson's charge 
that it was Chairman Henry of the 
rules committee who told him Secre- 
tary McAdoo, H. Pliny Fiske.

In Newspaper Price 


May Be Expected 


India-napolis. January 16.—Many 


newspapers 
in Indiana ihave been 


compelled to raise their subscription 
rates, owing to the high cost of white 
paper and the difficulty in getting it 
even at the advanced prices. 
The 


cost of news print paper has increas- 
ed from 100 to 150 per cent in the 
last 
six 
months. 
This 
condition 


brought about a crisis in the news- 
paper business, and a large number 
of publishers, realizing 
that 
they 


were selling- and distributing their 
papers at a heavy loss, decided to in- 
crease their rates, to a point that 
would cut down part of the loss at 
least. A few publishers reduced the 
'size of their newspapers, but most of 
them increased 
their subscription 


rates. 
Throughout the country pa- 


pers have raised subscription and ad- 
vertising rates and some have sus- 
pended publication altogether. 


At Fort Wayne' the Journal-Ga- 


zette increased its price from 10 to 
15 cents a week by carrier.

gle by setting over a low 
flame. 


When they are melted take off fire, 
beat with an egs beater and then, 
when nearly cold add the benzoin, 
drop by drop, stirring constantly. 
The orange ilower water is poured 
in a thin stream while beating the 
mixture. 
In addition to this you should pos- 


sess a good wrinkle astringent. The 
glycerine astringent is a determined 
foe of all wrinkles and you should 
have it for daily use without delay-. 
Here is the formula for it: Glycerine, 
100 grams, alcohol, 100 grams, tinc- 
ture of benzoin, 100 grams, 
rose 


water, 250 grams, boric 
acid, 
50 


grams. Let the boric acid dissolve in 
the alcohol, then add the glycerine, 
next the rose water, and finally the 
benzoin.

Flight *f a Swarm of Meteors. ' 


A' swarm1 of meteors that appeared 


on Feb. 9, 1913, was regarded at' the 
time'as'vary remarkable on accotintof 
_tue great distance it was traced in 'the 
earth's atmosphere.' It ivas first seed 
in Saskatchewan, western Canada, a>J 
seemed to be traveling southeasterly, 
as it was also reported from Bermuda. 
From the additional records supplied 
by seamen W. F. Denning, the English 
authority on meteors, has concluded 
that it continued in view during at 
least 5,500 miles of its flight. As the 
visible stream could at no time have 
been more than about 100 miles high, 
it must-Jaave followed . the earth's 
curvature, and the curious idea has 
been advanced by Garvin J. Burns'that 
it was really c'a'iitured by the earth as 
a group of infinitestiiual satellites.. The 
meteors may thus have passed around 
the globe Several times before reach- 
ing-the-surface. It is supposed tUat
